20 October* At that tine ve infomed Rabbi Kalnasovitx that, while 
ee sere Interested la having the iaforaaticm that such a nan as 
Eldasaan had allegedly tum^ up in tt« Kiddle East, action in the 
natter was not vlthln the caqpetenee of this Agency. Ve pointed 
out that if Eidtmaan fell vl^in the war crinlnal eategoxy, it 
vould now be a natter of concern to the Qeman Govenaaent, and 
that any representatirats to that goveznaent was a natter for the 
Bepartnent of State, fo that end ae arranged for Rabbi Kalnanovltz 
to see appropriate officials in the Departnent of State, and he 
presonably had such neetinga directly after leaving us.
